‘Coach Dan Devine’s East Jordan legacy 


The general population may think 
that Hall of Fame football coach Dan 
Devine’s legacy is in the annals of 
history at Notre Dame, Michigan 
State University, and even Green Bay, 
the home of the Packers. But there are 
some in East Jordan.with long enough 
memories to know that it all started 
here, in a hot field a good distance 
from the high school - which had to 
be run at a pretty fast clip if a player 
wasn’t going to be late for practice. 

And a player didn’t want to be late 
for Devine’s practice. About 23 years 
old, newly married and fresh out of 
college, Devine accepted the coach- 
ing position in East Jordan because 
superintendent Max Damoth (and 
Devine’s predecessor) wasn’t looking 


for a coach with experience, and ex- 
perience coaching is just what Devine 
didn’t have. What he did have was 
determination and a wide streak of 
perfectionism. 

And what he had to work with was 
a team that had one win to itscredit 
over the course of the previous year 
or two. Devine had his work cut out 
for him: a rookie coach with an un- 


successful football team. 


“In 1947 - don’t even ask us,” said 
former football player Don Bowers. 
“We beat Gaylord. The rest of the sea- 
son, we don’t want to talk about.” 

So Devine made them run. He told 
his players. “Win or lose.-you guys

Every one of the East Jordan emergency medical services ambu 
lances and its paramedic car are now equipped with an on-board com- 
puter, thanks to Homeland Security provisions, a grant from the Char- 
levoix County Community Foundation, and the hard work and perse- 
verance of EJ EMS director, Jay Peck. 

The mobile data terminals, as they are called, have been something 
Peck has been trying to find a way to finance for the last couple of 
years, and when Homeland Security dollars became ayailable-for.area- 
EMS, he saw the opportunity to make his vision a reality. 
|. Jack Messer, director of Charlevoix-Cheboygan-Emmet Emergency 
Management, credits Peck’s perseverance with not only equipping his 
| own service's vehicles. but also for being instrumental in getting on- 
board computers into every service in Charlevoix County. Boyne City 
and Charlevoix each received two computers: Beaver Island and Boyne 
Valley services each got one, as did medical first responder units in 
Melrose and Hudson Townships. 

East Jordan had three of its vehicles outfitted with the computers 
when it applied for a grant from CCCF. With the grant awarded, East 
Jordan EMS completed the computerization of its fleet. The grant, in 
} the amount of $3,000, covered all but $800 of the cost of the final 
mobile data system, and the East Jordan Ampilance Association was

With Thanksgiving behind us, the Christmas season 
bégins. My tree goes up as soon after as I can manage it, 
so that I can enjoy the lights and smells and excesses 
that Christmas encourages.

I 
am sure it will be mod- 
est beyond our imagina- 
tion, but it will be theirs. 
They will be “squatters” no more. 

But Mom’s gift was a Godsend, and they treated it 
like a gift. It did not go into savings toward their house. 
No, it was spent on a frivolity - a washing machine. | 
don’t know where the electricity or water came from, 
but apparently it is available. Mom’s gift gave them an 
indescribable luxury. 

Note: Mom is poor herself by American standards. 
She makes do on a very small fixed income, and bud- 
gets to the dime. This means the financial gift she sent 
to Manila wasn't enormous, and the washing machine 
would have been used and who knows how old. I don't 
even miss what Mom didn’t get me. It is lost in the clut- 
ter of all I already have. 

So here I am, planning my Christmas decorating - al- 
ways some small adaptation. But all I can think of is my 
garage sale Jast summer. 

I purged last summer. | got rid of things that were like 
losing a limb. Actually getting rid of them was a treat in 
the end. but making the decision to get rid of them was 
an amputation. I had to wonder if I owned this stuff, or 
if it owned me? 

When | was in high school, I was a devout Jesus freak, 
and I had my youthful moments of wanting to take ev- 
ery single ching out of my room, except my mattress, 
and make that room a prayer chapel. I longed to free up 
the space in my room and in my soul to make sure God 
was not crowded out. 

But you know, I have pictures that ] took of my room, 
then, too. | loved my stuff! My room was my favorite 
room in our house. I had Charlie and Love's Fresh Lemon 
perfume in my room - ina family of allergy sufferers, it 
was the only place I could have it. | had Earth Born 
shampoo and Tickle deodorant - tiny status symbols that 
tied me to my era and my peers. ] had a radio in my 
bookcase headboard. | had a collection of precious 
books. ] had some albums. 

And the stuff won. My room never became a chamber 
of prayer. 

This summer I beat some of the stuff. Not all of it, 
by any stretch. But this summer, some of the stuff left 
and didn’t even leave a hollow spot behind. A set of 
Mackinaw Bridge collectible tumblers; a series of 
wooden sleds that I was always going to do something 
artistic with, CDs, books, clothes, dishes that I never 
thought I could part with - gone, gone, gone! Free at 
last, free at last! 

There is more to be done. There is still so much more 
that clutters my house, my mom’s basement and my soul. 

I want to want that bare cell again. I am like a starling 
that is attracted to anything that sparkles. I want to settle 
for nothing less than real treasure, not prone to rust or 
decay. I want to purge myself-of the things that bind me, 
that make me churlish and selfish. 

I was at a craft sale the other week. You know who I 
was shopping for? Me. Almost Christmas, but I kept see- 
ing things I wanted myself. Okay, /’m horrified, seeing 
it in print like that. I want to backspace and make that 
admission go away.

“Some unscrupulous scammers have targeted 
America’s veterans, especially older veterans,” said R. 
James Nicholson, Secretary of Veterans Affairs. “VA 
does not call veterans and ask them to disclose per- 
sonal financial information over the phone.” The lat- 
est scam, currently centered in the Midwest, comes 
from callers who identify themselves as working for 
the “Patient Care Group.” They say VA recently

At their regular meeting on Novy. 21. the East Jordan 
Board of Education learned more about five student or- 
ganizations, including the debate team, Jill Compton, 
advisor; the forensics team, Chuck Hershberger, advi- 
sor; Youth in Government, Rob Essenberg, advisor:

“Individual logs were still 
very discernible,” Cain said. 
The additional cost was ap- 
proved at $54,000, which in- 
cluded removal of the cordu- 
roy road, as well as putting in 
the proper fill to deal with the 
unstable soil, which necessi- 
tated the corduroy road in the 
first place. 

H & Dis the road-building 
contractor, and they had to dig 
down below the level of the 
corduroy road and emplace fill 
and fabric mesh to stabilize the 
soil. They also removed the 
logs of the old road, out of a 
concern for uneven settling of 
the new fill, if the logs were 
left in place, 

When finished, Vogel will 
be much more user-friendly, 
with one driveway coming out 
of the Glen’s Plaza, and land- 
scaping on the corner, and 
Honeywell will climinate its 
two drives creating a new one 
opposite the alley behind the 
Blockbuster building. 

According to Cain, Vogel 
St. will be safer and more pe-

The formerly ili-defined 
angle parking at the south end 
of Blockbuster will now have 
parallel parking, a sidewalk 
and a landscaped buffer area. 

There will be curb and gut- 
ter the entire length of the 
street. Below street level, the 
city is putting in conduits fora 
future utility line, new water 
and sewer lines. and additional 
conduit for future street lights 
similar to the downtown light- 
ing on Main St 

Much of thé aboveground 
work will be completed in the 
spring. Cain said the city could 
have pushed to have curbs in- 
stalled yet this fall, but were 
advised that it would be better 
to do the whole project 
completion in the spring. Driv- 
ers are warned that where the 
curbing will go is already ex- 
cavated, however, so con- 
struction barrels will define 
trave] areas throughout the 
winter months, 

“We apologize for the in- 
convenience,” Cain said. “The 
commission's goal is to do the 
project right, and we believe 
it is best to restart the project 
first thing in the spring.” 

The infrastructure projects 
have provided the city’s match 
for the grant for the mainte- 
nance building at the wastewa- 
ter treatment plant near the air- 
port. This is also funding the 
rock fill project at the mouth 
of the Boyne River. 

The rock fill project, which 
commenced earlier this week, 
is to replace river bottom 
which was washed away from 
water mains that run under the 
river from the pump house to 
the treatment plant. There has, 
over the years, been some “un- 
derscoring,” or washing away 
of the riverbed from below the 
pipes, which have been sus- 
pended in water. 

The city hired Capital Con- 
sultants to investigate the 
pipes, which were found to be 
“safe, not leaking,” and spe- 
cially designed for the purpose 
for which they are used. Nev- 
ertheless, Capital Consultants 
recommended that the city fill 
in the riverbed and restore sup- 
port for the pipes under the 
river, Cain said...

“You were dead tired, but you were in good 
shape,” those players agree now. “We had nobody 
hurt. Everybody was in good shape.” 

“He ran the same plays over and over dozens 
of times,” said Jim Meredith, another teammate. 
“He was a perfectionist.” 

In later years Devine was asked by one of those 
players what his secret was. He said when he 
walked into East Jordan, he didn’t have an of- 
fense. “I sized up every kid,” he was quoted as 
saying. “I saw what I had and then designed the 
offense.” 

For three weeks, the team was “bored to death,” 
with no equipment, and nothing to do but get in 
shape. Finally, the equipment came in, and with 
it, the play cards with positions, 

East Jordan Red Devil Tuck Thompson was a 
guard, and he approached Devine with his ob- 
jections. 

“Coach, you made a mistake,” Thompson said, 
but Devine didn’t budge. “If you will do it ( play 
the position), I will help you,” he told Thompson. 
“If you will do it, you will do rather well.” 

His team reflects on these moments, saying that 
they show their coach’s ability to watch his team, 
and to build on what he had to work with. And 
even when a player didn’t agree with his call, they 
knew their coach was fair. 

“Dan Devine was honest. If you worked hard 
you got paid for it,” Bowers said. 

“If you worked hard and Devine said you'd 
play Friday - you’d play Friday. He never went 
back on his word,” said another team mate, Joe 
Hammond. But he was strict. Not a favorite 
teacher, according to his team, he demanded that 
things be “just so.” 

“He knew the game well, and was so strict. Boy, 
you better know your place and walk a thin line, 
if you want to win,’ Meredith said, and then 
added, “If you don’t, we don’t want you.” 

“He wasn’t enormously popular with the play- 
ers, not the first year,” said Bowers. “But he knew 
football and made a believer out of you.” 

Meredith believes that Devine had another sil- 
ver bullet: his assistant coach, John Downing. 

“He was closer to the players, I felt. Without 
him things might have been different.” Meredith 
said. 

Whatever the reasons - the repetition. the run- 
ning. the right-hand man - something changed in 
East Jordan the fall of 1948. 

“The first game against Gaylord, Max 
Sommerville took the ball for the touch down and 
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after that we won and won and won,” Meredith 
said. 

‘The teammates say now that after that first win 
against Gaylord (the only team they beat the year 
before), they felt unbeatable. And they were, But 
they were the underdog going into the big match 
up of the season with rival Charlevoix, an un- 
beaten team that boasted the Carey brothers and 

‘other fine athletes, such as Chuck Fairbanks, 
whom Meredith described as “as good a ball 
player to come down the road.” 

Charlevoix was the only team they didn’t beat 
that year, ending the season with one tie: 13 - 13 
with Charlevoix. Years later, when former Char- 
levoix star Fairbanks was coaching for the Okla- 
homa Sooners, and preparing his unbeaten team for 
a game against the also-unbeaten Nebraska team, 
he was asked if this was the biggest game of his life. 

“No,” Fairbanks is quoted as responding. “I’ve 
always thought Charlevoix-East Jordan was my 
biggest.” 

“We were the sindardoe going in with ‘Char- 
levoix, but we thought we could stand up to them. 
And we did,” Bowers said. “Dan and John Down- 
ing gave you self-contidence.” 

“We were the only team around that could run 
a multiple offence,” Hammond said. “It was in- 
novative, ahead-of-the-curve coaching.” 

it was his players’ responsibility to keep their 
uniforms clean and make sure the red on the num- 
bers didn’t wash into the white. Devine cared 
about such things. He also cared about his play- 
ers, giving them a 9:30 curfew and enforcing it. 
Players said that he would cruise around town to 
see. He was known to show up at the fairgrounds, 
at least once. 

“We had started football practice and it was hot, 
hot weather,” Meredith recalled. “Maurice 
Murphy and IJ decided we were going to take the 
afternoon off from practice and go to the county 
fair. As we were leaving the fairgrounds ... w 
ran into Dan Devine.” 

He had figured out that on a fine day, when the 
fair was on, and his practice was short a few play- 
ers, he might be able to find one or two at the 
fairgrounds. Meredith and Murphy were made to 
turn in their uniforms, but after a dressing down, 
they got them back - knowing full well what they 
were in for. If they made the commitment to play. 
Coach Devine would hold them to it. 

Coach Devine not only coached football, but 
for $600 extra for the year, he coached basketball 
and baseball, as well, and made sure the field was 
mowed and lined. 

In those days. when the Red Devils were burn- 
ing up the turf, a couple of thousand people would 
come to watch the games, they say. The Foundry 
would shut down. And the unbeaten team began 
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to think pretty highly of itself. 

“We went to Grayling - we thought we were 
hot stuff. Grayling was tough, and we weren’t 
doing so well. We were sent to the bus,” Bowers 
said. And there they sat until it was only two 
minutes before they were to resume play, when 
finally Devine came to the bus. “You girls ready 
to play?” he asked, and left again. Bowers said, 
“Don Cutler said, “No SOB is going to call me a 
girl.’ The second half we tore them up.” 

For two years, East Jordan never lost a game - 
though they tied another one with Charlevoix, 
the second time 0 - 0. 

“When he (Devine) was here, Duffy 


Dougherty would summer up here. He would’ 


come to practices and talk to us,” Meredith said. 
“It was really neat.” 

It was neat, indeed, but it spelied the end of 
Devine’s career in East Jordan, After two win- 
ning years, Devine’s little team had earned quite 
a reputation state-wide, earning Devine a repu- 
tation, too. He was courted by Michigan State 
University, and after only two years in East Jor- 
dan, the rookie coach found himself employed 
as the MSU freshman coach. 

In East Jordan, he was succeeded by Gale 
Saxton, who carried on the winning tradition that 
Devine had begun, leading the Red Devils in a 
couple more undefeated seasons. 

Devine cut his coaching teeth on a team of 
East Jordan high school football players, and they 
watched his career with interest for the rest of 
his life. They were proud of his successes - but 
not surprised. 

“He was too big for East Jordan. He had too 
much talent,” Hammond said. 

“] wasn’t shocked. t believed in him,” Bow- 
ers added. “We got beat up for two years. When 
he could take a bunch of us guys and make the 
ball team we had - and we have a decent ball 
team - if he could do that - no, I wasn’t shocked.” 

Devine was elected to the National Football 
Foundation’s college Hall of Fame in 1985. But 
East Jordan always held a place in his heart. He 
returned to speak at a graduation ceremony in 
1974, and was invited back in the fal} of 2000, to 
celebrate fifty years since his final season in East 
Jordan.

able to present the service with the remain- 
ing funds. 

“{t’s probably not as exciting for every- 
one as it is for me,” Peck said. “But I’ve 
been fighting for this for two or three years.” 

Why is the on-board computer so important? 
Well, the biggest advantage to the services right 
now is the mapping system. An EMT en route 
toa scene is able to plug the address into the 
computer and see it mapped out on the screen. 
With a touch of a finger, he or she is able to 
zoom in or out, pinpointing crossroads or ma- 
jor highways as needed, as well as other land- 
marks, such as rivers and lakes. 

Many EMTs have been on the services 
for a long time, and many are longtime 
residents of the area. But for anew EMT 
or a new resident, some of the road names 
or landmarks are quite cryptic. Take, for 
instance, Pesek Road, which is in some 
parts seasonal, in some parts platted, but 
undeveloped, and sometimes stops and 
picks back up in a whole different county. 
For an EMT unfamiliar with the idiosyn- 
cracies of the road, finding a patient at a 
Pesek Rd. address could be a nightmare. 

“As EMTs, we do work every day that 
most people wouldn’t want to do,” Peck 
said. “But what really stresses an EMT out 
more than anything is having a patient not 
breathing - and not being able to find the 
location. There is nothing like trying to find 
an address you really need to find.” 

Because rural street numbers can be in- 
consistent, callers to 9-1-1 will sometimes 
supplement their addresses with information 
such as, “by the old oak tree,” or a neighbor’s 
name: “Right behind Mrs. Jones’ old house.” 

“We know where the old oak tree is,” 
Peck said. “But J haven’t been able to show 
them all to Shawn (a new paramedic) yet.” 
Newcomers are not going to be helped by 
that landmark - particularly if the home-

The mapping system can’t help 
locating a tree, but it can help pinpoint the 
elusive address. 

The mapping system currently in place, 
though, will soon be upgraded again, with 
the addition of software that is being pur- 
chased for the various Charlevoix County 
services by CCE Central Dispatch. The 
new software will not only have an even 
more in-depth mapping system, it will also 
provide confidential information to the 
EMTs which can not be made available 
over the airwaves. 

This is a protection for the patient, but also 
the EMTs. Dispatch has access to informa- 
tion from ail sources - fire, law enforcement, 
etc. So if, for example, an ambulance is dis- 
patched to a home with a law enforcement 
history that may be indicative of a threat to 
the EMT, a need for law enforcement back 
up can be relayed without every scanner in 
the county picking it up. 

Similarly, medical information can be 
passed on about a certain patient which 
may be vitally important to the EMT, with- 
out violating the privacy of that patient on 
open airwaves. 

The new software will also be live, and give 
Dispatch the ability to track the progress of the 
emergency vehicle. Dispatch will literally be

This software will Jet the emergency per- 
sonnel view the dispatch information on the 
computer screen, Currently, the dispatch is 
given, and the responders must write down 
or remember the patient's address and com 
plaints. With the new software, that infor- 
mation will be repeated online, as well as 
other known information, such as allergies. 
existing conditions, etc. 

Finally, there are situations that will 
never be revealed on the air, such as a boinb 
threat or a threat to security. Even these 
threats will be available on-line to the am- 
bulances, helping them to better prepare 
for a scene. 

Emmet County will soon be following 
suit, equipping their own services with the 
computers. and Messer that 
Cheboygan County is next.

Itis a project a long time coming, with hard 
work started long before the ground-breaking 
last summer. 

Ron Grunch, a long-time senior advocate and 
active member of the fundraising organization 
Citizens for Boyne Area Senior Center, and 
president of Boyne Area Seniors, Inc., said that 
many thanks were in order for the efforts that 
led to the completion of the new center. 

“We owe a debt of gratitude and thanks to 
Floyd and ‘Todd Wright for the many hours of 
their Ume and construction expertise that gave 
our dream and business plan life in the form 
of what the new center looks like,” he said. It 
was a four-year journey thal. began in Janu- 
ary. 2001. when a seven-member BAS advi- 
sory board was created. Grunch credits de- 
ceased director Rev. Buzz Walls with vision- 
ary leadership. Gary Deters drew the artist's 
representation of the butlding thatis now mir- 
rored in the actual structure, and which helped 
bring the vision to life.Petrie Construction was 
the building contractor. 

The current directors are representative of 
the city of Boyne City and six townships: 
Eveline. Evangeline, Wilson, Boyne Valley. 
Melrose and Bay. These are the areas that will 
be served by the new building. 

The cost of the building was $200,000 
higher than the expected $700,000 for the 
project which was raised through the millage. 
The $200,000 was raised by private donations, 
meduding two $10,000 donations, two $5,000, 
several $1.000 donations and many, many con- 


tributions ranging from $2 to $100. 

“We still need about $60,000 for furnish- 
ings,” Grunch said, but added that the build- 
ing is “quality through and through. It will be 
there in 100 years.’ 

The fund-raising isn’t over. An endowment 
fund needs to be established for operating 
costs, which are not covered by the four-year 
millage. But the need for the center is real, 
Grunch feels, and the operating costs. will be 
raised. 

“We did a community-wide assessment of 
senior services - local, state, guilds, churches 
- and found that the biggest need was to reach 
the about 10 -percent of seniors who are fiv- 
ing on small social security checks and trying 
to stay independent,” Grunch said. 

With fund-raising efforts, such as the Lions 
Club's recent concert at the Performing Arts 
Center, BAS is confident that they will be able 
to till their wish list and operate the Center, 
benefitting the area seniors. 

Every room in the Center has its own wish 
list. and needs range from an ice dispenser to 
window dressings to heated sidewalk systems 
and items to decorate the walls. 

Besides the material needs still un-met at 
the Boyne Area Senior Center, Grunch hopes 
to get Some community input on a name. He 
cited the Petoskey Friendship Center as an ex- 
ample of a center which has moved away from 
the name “senior.” Grunch feels that some in- 
dividuals who may qualify as seniors are put 
off by the designation, and he would like to 
gel some creative suggestions for names for 
the center. 
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
